In The Fortress Mr. Hugh Wal- 
pole achieves the penultimate 
volume of his long chronicle of the 
Herries - family, It runs to over 
eight hundred fj pages, and he shows 
no disposition to quicken His’ pace, 
relying with a good measure of 
justification upon the vivacity of 
jhis dialogue and ‘the beauty of his 
' descriptions, particularly of the 
Lake scenery, to compensate for 
The 
“fortrega,” which is the vast, cold 
Gothic mansion that Walter Her- 
ries built on High Ireby to over- 
frown the house where the widow- 
ed Jennifer Herries and Judith 
Paris ‘dwelt in Uldale, is 
the symbol of the: fero- 
cious, but causeleas, feud between 
the two branches of the family, the 
beginnings of which were related 
in the last volume.
